I have sometimes felt like a wheezing voice 
shrieking from a m inaret, repeating over and over 
that it we iorget China, we forget our own coun­ 
try* When H airy T rum an and Dean Acheson gave 
to the Korean W ar the shameful twist ot im­ 
prisoning Formosa and milking C'hiang Kai-shek 1 
helpless, I wrote article after article denouncing 
the betrayal not of China but ol America. 
W hen the Communist a in u 
of General Lin 
Piao was freed by our perlid> 
to march from 
South China to Manchuria, a distance of about 
1,000 miles, I wrote the story and asked why 
Chiang Kai-shek was not being perm itted to bomb I 
th at army. When these crack troops marched into 
Korea and faced General Douglas M acArthur with ; 
a new war, after he had actually won the w ar in 
Kon a, the betrayal was complete. 
It was not necessary to be a m ilitary strategist 
to recognize w hat was happening and to stand 
appalled before the betrayal of* our sons who were 
being maimed 
and m urdered 
by these 
errors. 
There has never been an explanation for the de­ 
cision to stop Chiang from bombing the mainland 
of China. Before the Truman-Acheson decision . 
had been made to imprison him on Formosa and 
to use the American Seventh Fleet \o prevent him 
from bombing an arm y that was moving forward 
to kill our sons, Chiang was actually conducting 
a brilliant guerrilla war that was pinning down 
crack Chinese Communist 
troops in the South 
where they could do us no harm. 
Up to the Korean W ar, it was the Marshall- 
Acheson policy to eliminate Chiang Kai-shek and 
to find a means of recognizing Soviet China. The 
final device hit upon was to have Soviet China 
recognized and rented in the United Nations by a 
majority vote. The United States did not propose 
to use its light of veto. but rath er to submit to 
the will of the majority. 
The 
British 
had 
already 
recognized 
Soviet 
China and were pledged to a policy of the elimina­ 
tion ot Chiang Kai-shek. Tho State Departm ent 
was seeking a way of coordinating American with 
British policy without violating American public 
opinion. 
This policy was reversed on June -5, 1950. 
when the Korean W ar started. The Lnited States 
assumed responsibility for tho defense of Formosa, 
but with the proviso th at Chiang Ka*-shek would 
; eras'* his raids on the mainland. In effect, it was 
the Chim se Communists and not the Chinese N a ­ 
tionalists who were being protected, Eisenhower 
has now said so. 
In his statem ent on the subject. President Tru- 
man put it on a quid pro quo basis. The American 
Seventh Fleet would defend Formosa in return 
, for which tin* Chinese Nationalists would cease all 
; sea and air operations against the mainland. How­ 
ever, he said that the future status of Formosa 
must awcit the n sto ia tio n of security in the P a ­ 
cific, a peace set th merit with Japan, or considera­ 
tion by the United Nations. In a word. Chiang not 
only had his hands tied tx hind his back, but he 
was left hanging in the air. 
The eventual elimination of Formosa remained 
a central point of the M arshall-Acheson policy 
pursued by President Trum an. It was because 
General M acA rthur le je c b d this policy that he 
was dismissed. In his letter to the Veterans of 
Foreign W ars (August 29. 19V)> which so angered 
President Trum an, he said: 
“Formosa in the hands of such a hostile power 
could be compar* (I to an unsinkable aircraft car­ 
rier and submarine tender ideally located to ac­ 
complish offensive strategy and at the sa m e time 
checkm ate defensive or 
counteroffensive opera­ 
tions by friendly lo rn * bas* d on Okinawa and the

General Eisenhower and Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles, supported by such e x e r t s as 
General Douglas M acArthur. Gen* ral Albert ('. 
Wedemeyer, Admiral Leahy and Admiral Radford, 
I have now reversed that policy and have freed F o r­ 
mosa from th*' bondage of enforced inactivity.

The lack of satisfactory industrial sites, 
which contain water, under pressure, and 
other necessary public services has been the 
most serious limiting factor in the establish­ 
ment of new industries in Kingston, accord­ 
ing to the Chamber of Commerce. 
Another obstacle mentioned by the Indus­ 
trial Committee of the Chamber is the com­ 
petition given by other cities in their offers 
to prospective industries to locate in their 
cities. These inducements range from $50,- 
000 to $100,000 to defray expenses of mov­ 
ing to these cities and also the granting of 
tax concessions in the form of low assess­ 
ments. 
In asking the cooperation of the citizens 
of the city, the local Chamber appeals for 
help and suggestions in solving these prob­ 
lems. The Chamber would like to know 
about all available sites at a fixed price, from 
five to fifty acres in size with level, non­ 
problem land at w hich a public water supply, 
sewage disposal, power and transportation 
facilities are now available. 
Suggestions as to the amount of financial 
help and in what form it should be offered 
in order to attract industries here also are 
wanted by the directors of the Chamber. 
However, it is pointed out, there is no use of 
talking about financial help if we don t have 
satisfactory sites with the necessary public 
services. 
In order to pursue a worthwhile program, 
the Chamber of Commerce should have the 
views of all interested citizens of the city. 
Adrian Kaplan, who recently was elected 
president of the Chamber, has been one of 
the most earnest and active members of the 
local organization. His abiding faith in the 
city’s future and his resourcefulness in di­ 
recting the local group should bring results 
in the year that lies ahead.

THE AVERAGE FAMILY PAYS 
You can t cat taxes and you can t wear 
taxes. 
But you must pay more for taxes than you 
do for food and clothing combined! 
In 1951, total federal, state and local taxes, 
direct and hidden, came to $84,600,000,000. 
In the same year total food and clothing 
purchases added up to $81,000,000,000. 
We have reached the point where the tax 
burden is the largest single item of expense 
to millions of American families. Many of 
us haven’t yet realized this for the reason 
that a substantial part of all taxes are paid 
indirectly—that is, they are part of the price 
we pay for an automobile or a loaf of bread 
or a pair of shoes or a ticket to a show. But 
we pay the full bill just the same—whether 
the money is handed over directly to some 
tax-collecting agency, or whether it is con­ 
cealed in the cost of goods and services, 
It is generally believed that the danger 
point to a nation’s strength and vigor is 
reached when taxes account for 25 per cent 
of the national income. Our taxes have left 
that figure far behind—about 33 per cent of 
the national income goes for taxes. And no 
one should be foolish enough to still believe 
that we can pay the tax bill by soaking the 
rich. If we took IOO per cent of the incomes 
of the rich it would pay the cost of govern­ 
ment for only a few’ weeks out of the year. 
You— the average man and woman—pay 
the tax bill. You will be the gainers if and 
when the cost of government is cut.

When the dental profession began advising the 
public to see their dentist e \c ry six months, it was 
thought by some that this was rn I fish advice in that 
dentists were wanting more patients. As a m atter 
of fact, even in those days most dentists had all 
the patients they had tim** to treat. Their whole 
object was that, knowing the value ot normal teeth 
to the health of tin* individual, aside from any 
suffering caused by infected teeth, including crip­ 
pling arthritis, they tried to save teeth, just as 
physicians try to preserve health by periodic health 
examinations and 'immunization against 
\arious 
diseases 
In the Journal of th*' American Dental Associa­ 
tion is recorded an experiment in dental disease 
control designed as a 10-year project, which has 
resulted in a striking improvement in dental health 
among children after only three years 
“The small farming village of Askov, Minn., in 
the east central part of the state, is the site of the 
community dental health program sponsored by 
the Minnesota S tate Dental Association, the Min­ 
nesota l>epartment of Health, the U .S. Children’s 
Bureau, ami Askov. 
Before the program started in January, 1945. the 
community had no dentist and had an unusually 
high rate of dental diseases attributed in part to a 
diet rich in pastries. The village is made up mostly 
ot jH-rsons of Danish descent." 
Dr. William A. Jordan, of Minneapolis, director 
of Minnesota Departm ent of Health division of den­ 
tal health, reported th at the program has resulted 
in reductions of tooth decay, ranging from 41.6 per 
cent in the three-to-five age group to 8 4 per cent 
in the 13-to-17 age group, as compared with chil­ 
dren in the nearby community of Hinckley, Minn., 
chosen as a "control.” 
W hat is the program that has brought about the 
above gratifying results? 
The program, covering 350 children, includes in­ 
tensive instruction in tooth brushing and diet, com­ 
plete dental examinations, dental corrections and 
applications of sodium fluoride. 
Dr. Jordan reported the cost of the program 
had propped from $15,586. in 1919, to $6,927, in 1951. 
after most of the dental corrections were com­ 
pleted during the*first two years of the program. 
W hen we rem ember that infected teeth can 
cause prolonged pain and illness (rheumatism and 
arthritis! and also heart disease, it pays any com­ 
munity financially to follow out a program such as 
the above, aside from the suffering endured bv 
their citizens.

It is not, of course, one of 
the more common children’s dis­ 
ease', but it is always serious and 
sometimes fatal. 
Nephrosis is the general name 
for the kinds of kidney discase 
found among children. 
If discov­ 
ered early, it can lie successfully 
treated. 
Its 
early 
symptons, 
however, 
are not easy to recognize and its 
exact cause is not fully under­ 
stood. 
Nephrosis results usually 
when for some reason the child’s 
body is not able to absorb protein 
and fat in the normal way. 
It is 
known that, if a child has neph­ 
rosis. tests show a lack of pro­ 
tein in the blood and an abnormal 
amount of protein in the urine. If 
this 
condition 
is 
not 
treated 
promptly, malnutrition and ane­ 
mia may follow. 
If unchecked, 
the disease results in edema, or 
swelling, in certain parts of the 
body, caused by failure of the kid­ 
ney 
to dispose of 
accumulated 
liquids properly. 
In severe cases, 
blood pressure goes up and the 
heart is affected. 
In these cases, 
the disease can be fatal. 
By lowering the patient s resist­ 
ance, nephrosis also leaves him 
open to attack by other diseases, 
such as pneumonia or influenza. 
Early 
treatm ent 
can 
cheek 
nephrosis, usually with the assist­ 
ance of modem drugs, and some- 
1 times surgery. 
The disease may 
last from six months to two years, 
i or longer. 
Its earliest symptoms may be 
nothing more than loss of a p p e ­ 
tite. irritability, and lassitude 
If 
these signs, not serious in them ­ 
selves. continue for several days, 
the liest course is to ask your doc­ 
tor to make a thorough examina­ 
tion of your child, including blood 
and urine tests. 
Other symptoms of early neph­ 
rosis include irregularity in your 
child’s urinary habits, blood in the 
urine, puffy eyelids, swollen abdo­ 
men. feet. or ankles.

hesitate 
in 
railing

doctor.
